Li Hing Lau applied ne the Supreme 
Court bhis morning, before Mr W. Rose 
Davies, acting Chief Justice, and, Mr 
Justice Gomperts, altting aa a Fell Court, 
for leave to appeal against the docision’ o¢ 
Mr  Sustico Gomporta in’ the caso againad 
the Shua Loong’ Leo firm, on tho ground 
that the judgmond was wrong in law inas- 
much as the’ contract on which the action 
wae founded was made for an immoral 
purpose. 

Mr 0. G Mabaator, instrugtod by Xfr 

Shenton, appeared for tho appellants, and 
Sir Henry Borkoloy, K.0,, instructed by 
Mr Otto, Kong” Sing, represented the 
respondents. 
“ My Alabastor said it had beon abundantly 
proved that plaintiff, was nwaro that. tho 
defendant frm was brethel and that the 
goods wore to be used in order to attract 
persona thera and the sharks fins ware 
supplied as an attraction for immorality. 

Sir Honry Borkeley contonded that tho 
word ‘ Lau" did not mean brothel In the 
rostricted sense in which it was known, in 
English but. a restaurant, an cating house, 
whore tho. domi-monde frequented. . The 
sharks fins wore obtained for the austomers, 

Tho Chiof Justico said that in his opinion 
the appeal must bo allowed. The wholo 
question in that caso was whothor the goods 
were supplied to a house of ill-fame with 
the knowledge ‘of phaintit bhat the place 
yaa a brothel. 

Mr Justico Gomportz concurred. 

Tho appoal was allowad with costs, 


THE LIBEL ACTION. 

Bofore Mr W. Reos Davies, acting Chiot 
Justice, and Mr Justice Gompertz, sitting 
asa Full Court, at the Supreme Court this 
morning the President in Hongkong of tha 
Basil Evangelical Missionary Society applied 
|for special Isavo to appeal to “the Privy 
Council agninst the devsision of the Full 
Court in the casoin which they sued the 
Hongkong Sheung Po newspaper, Ltd., and 
Hong Wa, editor, fe Tecovor damages for 
libel, 

Mr M. W. Siado, E.c, juatructed by 
Mr Looker, repreaonted the appollants, and 
Six Henry Berkeley, B.C., instructed by 
Mr Otto Kong Sing, was for the ro- 
apondents. 

Mr Slade said the decision of their Lord- 
shipa effected a large number of corpora- 
tions, The. decision,;-he anbmitted, was 
that where a corporation was curcying on 
ts profession or business through their 
servants as they must do, and the libel was 
published upbn these servants, embodying 
a criminal offence upon them in the 
execution of their duties and in consequence 
of such false allegations a corporation was 
injured it could not racover in an action 
for libel although the words complained of 
have Tenuscd damages, aud that ib could 
only racover on proof of special damages. 


Tha Chief Justicd/-~We did not express}. 
an opinion as to whether it could rocover 


damages of, not. , 

Continuing, Mr Slade said the case 
was one, of the highest importance to 
all corporations carrying on buriness in 
Hongkovg and Chinn. Besides the 
missionary sociotios and trading corpora- 
tions which would bo effecte by tho 
judgmonts of their lordships, other cor- 
portions like the Hongkong and ShungBai 

ank and other banks in the colony would 
algo bo effected. 

‘Sir Henry Berkeley ‘mabmitted that their 
lordyhips -had no power to grant the ap- 
plication, The question involved was not 
one which-invalved s question of great 
general or public interest within the 
meaning ofthe rule, He took it that 
the rule applitd: to no new principal 
enunciated?’ the. decision of their lord- 
ships followed woll established law. 
Ho submitted that no now principal of 
law was enunciated but merely sppliod the 
rule of law to the facts before tho court. 

The Chiot Ji watice—The facta were very 
exceptional. 

‘Sir Henry Berkeley said the facts were 
only exceptional in ¢o far that plaintiffs vara 
a religious body and the libel was in reapect 
of tho hospital. They wore not exception- 
‘al inlaw. Counsél in conclusion submittod 
that the Privy Council would not entortain 
‘| the: cnso~and-added- that-he-was-sorry-to 
have to oppose that application but he 
thought ther lordships ought bo refuse it, 

The Chief Justice said they would like to 
ponsider tho points and would reserve their 
judgment.
